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Bitterest Cold 
Wave of Season 
Hits Midwest 


Wintry Blast to 
Push to Atlantic, 
Gulf Coast Areas

The bitterest cold wave of the 
season, borne on near gale force 
winds, knifed across the northern 
Plains 
and 
the 
Midwest 
today. 
Weathermen warned the cold blast 
would push to the Atlantic and 
Gulf Coasts by nightfall. 
Sub zero readings were common 
at tho core of the frigid air mass 
from the eastern Dakotas across 
Minnesota, northern Wisconsin and 
the northern Great Lakes. 
International Falls registered an 
early morning low’ of 
15 below 
zero, and near zero readings oc 
curred as far south as Des Moines 
and Chicago. 


Temperatures in the teens ex­ 
tended southward through Kansas, 
Missouri and southern Illinois. 
Wind gusts up to 60 miles per 
hour ushcrct. in the cold wave in 
Oklahoma. Iowa and North Dakota. 
while gusts up to 40 m p h. were 
felt in Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
northern Illinois. 


The high winds fanned a fire 
out of control at Nicollet, Minn , 
Tuesday 
night, 
destroying 
three 
buildings, and another fire destroy­ 
ed the four building business dis­ 
trict of Wellsburg, N. D. 
Snow flurries, some of them lo­ 
cally heavy, accompanied the win 
try weather from the Great Lakes 
and Ohio Valley into Pennsylvania, 
New York state and northern New 
England. 
A light snowfall hit as 
far south as Memphis, Tenn. 
The heaviest snow accumulations 
occurred alonR the southern and 
eastern shores ot the Great Lakes. 
About two inches of snow blank 
cled heavily-populated Lake Coun 
tv, Ind., and four inches fell at 
South Bend, Ind., during the night, 
causing 
numerous 
minor 
traffic 
wrecks and mile long traffic jams. 
About one inch of snow covered 
tho ground as far south as Cincin 
nati, Ohio, and Flat Top, W. Va 
A combination of rain and breezing 
rain made driving hazardous dor 
ing the night along the north At­ 
lantic coastal area. 


Sub-Zero Cold 
Hits Illinois

first sub-zero readings of 
the season w’ere reported today in 
Illinois. 


A cold wave which pushed the 
mercury to I below at Joliet swept 
the state during the night. 
The forecasts called for sunny 
and quite cold during the day with 
high readings ranging from 12 in 
the northwest to 20 in the south. 
At 7 a. rn. Chicago reported 2 
degrees above zero— within a de­ 
gree of the record for the date 
set in 1919. 
Other early morning tempera­ 
ture* included I above at Rockford 
and I below at Dubuque, Iowa. 
Peoria had 4 above, Moline 3. 
Springfield 7 and Rantoul 5. 
Southern Illinois conditions were 
reflected by readings of 8 above 
at Vandalia, 9 above at St. Louis, 
Ii 
above ai Evansville, Ind., and 
13 above at Paducah, Ky. 
The state Highway Division at 
Springfield reported scattered icy 
spots in sheltered areas on roads

“ nothing new” in the letter on this 
score 
It was understood that Bul­ 
ganin, for example, renewed a pre- 
vious offer to stop nuclear testing 
on Jan I if the United States and 
Britain would do likewise.

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GI Checks Will 
Be Mailed Early 


Approximately 25,000 Illinois vet 
erans in school under the Korean 
GI bill will get a Christmas pres 
ent from Uncle Sam in the form 
of early mailings of their GI a1 
lowance checks this month, the 
Chicago Veterans Administration 
office reported today. 
A spejial time-saving system will 
enable VA to get GI checks in the 
mail before most veteran students. 
go home for the Christmas vaca 
tion, provided schools and veterans 
cooperate, VA said. 
The law requires that the veteran 
and his school submit a certifica 
tion to VA that he has been in 
training all month. 
VA must re 
ceive this report before the check 
can be authorized. 
Arrangements have been made 
with the Chicago Treasury Depart 
ment Disbursing office—which ac­ 
tually issues the GI checks—for 
earlier-than-usual mailings. 
Normally, VA explained, GI a1 
lowance checks are mailed around 
the 20th of the month. But in De 
camber, many schools and colleges 
begin holiday vacations before that 
date.
